The Fifth Annual Humanities and Science Symposium 
will be held April 16 and 17 on campus. The event 
is sponsored this year by the University and the 
Alumni Association. Entries totallinq 167 on a 
wide range of topics were received from 59 secondary 
schools. From these 25 papers were chosen to be 
presented by their authors. Fifty more students 
were chosen as observors to hear and discuss the 
papers. Twenty-five sponsor teachers will accom¬ 
pany the discussants. These people will be repre¬ 
sentative of 48 B.C. schools. Keynote speaker will 
be Dr. Donald Smiley, Professor of Political Science 
at the University of Toronto.
